ASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Propost- 

tions involving a compromise of 

the allied powers’ contention for 
preferential treatment in the settle- 
ment of their claims against Venezuela 
have been submitted to the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy by their representatives at 
Washington, and while no answers 
have been received as yet, there is 
reason for the belief that the allies 
will see a way to accept the latest 
proposition. This compromise has been 
suggested by one of the representa- 
tives of the allies here, and while it 
has not formally received the indorse- 
ment of Minister Bowen, it is felt that 
he will not enter serious objection to 
its adoption, provided the United States 
and the other claimant nations out- 
side the alliance can be convinced that 
their own interests in Venezuela will 
not be substantially injured by vield- 
ing to a plan which seems to offer a 
solution of the present serious hitch in 
the Washington negotiations. 

The details of the propositiog now 
under consideration by the three allied 
nations are not obtainable, but in a 
general way it is understood to be 
a modification of the allies’ contention 
that they be. recognized as Venezuela's 
preferred claimants in the payment of 
the indemnity. The plan suggested pro- 
vides that for a short period, perhaps 
six months or a year, Great Beltain, 
Germany and Italy shall receive excide 
sively 30 per cent. of the customs re- 
ceipts of the ports of Porto Cabello and 
La Guayra, and that at the end of this 
period, the exact length of which is 
yet open to decision, all the claimant 
nations be placed on the same footing, 
and at the expiration of that time thé 
30 per cent. of the receipts of these two 
ports be divided among all the claim- 
ant nations in ratio based on the 
amount of each nation’s claim. The 
plan is regarded as a compromise 
which will enable the allies to with- 
draw their ships from Venezuelan 
waters without a serious loss of pres- 
tige. 

Whether the claimant nations outside 
the tripartite agreement will assent to 
this scheme is not yet known. The 
British Ambassador called by appoint- 
ment on Secretary Hay this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, and it is believed that some 
such plan as this was under discusston, 
the British Ambassador wishing to ac- 
quaint himself with the exact attitude 
of the United States regarding Lord 
Lansdowne's contention for preferential! 
agreement for the allies. 

France has it in her power to con- 
tinue the present deadlock in the Wash- 
ington negotiations. For, while the 
other unaliied claimants have outstand- 
ing against Venezuela certain unad- 
justed claims; all of the French claims 
are in a very forward state. France 
contends that, 80 far from assisting 
her in the collection of the Venezuelan 
claims, the blockade, if anything, has 
hampered her in that it has closed all 
the Venezuelan ports to commerée, and 
has prevented for the time being the 
collection of the 13 per cent. of the 
receipts pledged her by treaty. : 

It is the hope of the representatives 
of the allies at Washington that in case 
their governments accept in principle 


— the kind of compremise suggested, they 


will not insist that the period for pref- 
erential payments be made so long as 
to prevent its acceptance by the other 
claimant nations. 

Mr. Bowen has been assured that the 
representatives of the allies will give 
him a final answer at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Meantime exchanges 
are still in progress between the allied 
governments and their respective em- 
\bassies here in the effort to agree on a 
plan of settlement that will be accep- 
table at once to Venezuela and to the 
octagonal alliance of France, Belgium 
and Spain, Denmark, Holland, Nor- 
way, Sweden and the United States. 

By his evident desire to take up the 
negotiations at Washington with all 
the speed consistent with prudence 
and good form, Baron Speck Von 
Sternberg has gained from the Wash- 
ington officials the same favor that 
made him a popular member of the 
Diplomatic Corps here many years ago. 
The fact that he asked permission to 
waive the customary presentation 
ceremonies has convinced Mr. Bowen, 
and incidentally the Washington gov- 
ernment, that Germany wants the 
Venezuelan question settled with all 
possible dispatch. 

The Italian Ambassador, Sig. Mayor 
des Planches, paid an informal call 
on Mr. Bowen this afternoon to assure 
the latter that the representatives of 
the allies still were communicating 
with their governments and hoped to 
present an answer in a few days. Sig. 
Mayor des Planches afterward called 
at the British embassy. 

Minister Bowen returned the call of 
Baron Von Sternberg at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, and remained for some time 
discussing the situation.

EUROPE AGAINST ALLIES. 


MAY AID UNITED STATES. . 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—{[Exclustve 
Dispatch.] Alliance is a strong word 
to use, but to all intents and purposes 
it is the form which joint action by 
the United States, France, Belgium, | 
Holland, Sweden and Norway, Spain 
and Denmark will probably take if 
the allied powers continue to press 
Venezuela to the wall and make her 
break faith with the other powers. 
Those European governments are now 
thoroughly opposed to the policy of the 
alles, and wait only for a favorable 
chance to make 4 strong protest. 

While Great Britain, as a party to 
the alliance, is pursuing her present 
course, so distasteful to the United 
States, the airy Anglo-American all- 
ance amounts to nothing. Moreover, 
it has been damaged seriously by the 
unfriendly attitude of Great Britain 
during the last weck. That the Brit-; 
ish people are more friendiy to the 
‘United States than to Germany is 
everywhere belleved here, but the ac- 
tion of the British government is at- 
tributed to the machinationg of the, 
pro-German ministry, which is sure to 
feel the lash of ptblic opinion when 
Parliament meets again. The United 
States, embarrassed as it is by the 
Venezuelan situation, finds in France 
its only active friend in the ranks of 
the great powers of Europe. 

Russia is not actively interested, but 
inasmuch as Great Britain has made a 
bid for Germany's friendship in the al- 
liance in order that she could depend 
on German assistance if the British 
lion and Rugsian bear began to quar- 
rel over Chinese or other oriental 
questions, Russia may be quick to see 
the opportunity of gaining the friend- 
ship of the both United States and 
France by offering her silent support, 

at least. Whether the Monroe doctrine 
is being tested or not, the interests 
and international patience of the United 
States are being tried. The United 
States is uncertain of what the allies 
really intend to do: They have said 
they want a peaceable settlement, but 
they are running away from it. 


INFECTED BY SEWERAGE. 


All of the Thames Fisheries} Ruined 
Including the Famous Whitstable Oys- 


tem Beds—Trouble Fifty Miles Away. 

IDY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 1.-{Excliusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. Collingridge, chief med- 
ical officer of London, has issued a 
report in which he announces that all 
of the Thames fisheries, including the 
estuary, are contaminated with the 
bacilli of typhoid fever. His condem- 
nation includes the famous Whit- 
stable oyster beds, where 20 per cent. 
of the oysters examined were found 
to be infected. A ban has also been 
pronounced against whiteoait, shrimps, 
smelts and cockles. 

Contamination. by sewerage was 
found fifty miles away from London, 
while an even worse state of affairs 
exists at other points on the English 
coast from which shellfish, etc., are 
supplied to the markets. The Infection 
in these cases is due altogether to 
bad local sewerage. There have been 
other fatal warnings since the terrible 
Winchester banquet where the eating 
of oysters, it was said, spread death in 
that neighborhood. These include three 
deaths from enteric fever in one Lon- 
don family, due to the eating of 
cockles. 

It is not going too tar to say that the 
shellfish trade has already been se- 
riously crippled by the effect of these 
fatalities, and it will probably be prac- 
tically destroyed by Dr. Collingridge's 
report. The whole matter will have a 
prominent place jn the attention of 
Parliament, when jt meets next month, 
but it is difficult to discover any pos- 
sible escape from the danger,

PROGRESS OF ITS INQUIRY.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 1.—[{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] Within a week the 
Anthracite Strike Commission, broader, 
| stronger and more democratic than 
any law court, will be in possession 
of all available facts and figures bear- 
ing on the condition of affairs in the 
great hard-coal fields of Pennsylvania.

By following the testimony closely

For example, Judge Gray never* hes- 
itates to denounce the boycott every 
time ‘it is suggested. He resents every 
suggestion of interference on the part 
of union miners with the concerns Of 
persons not members of the grganiza- 
tion. Assaults upon wi¥es and chil- 
dren of non-union mi are matters 
of serious concern with him, and it 
can be asserted with a degree of cer- 
tainty, that he will insist upon a spe- 
cific utterance by the commission cov- 
ering the boycott in its every phase.

Sea Without a Rudder to Escape De- 
struction at Wharf—Tug Takes Drift- 
ing Vessel to San Pedro. 


REDONDO, Feb. 1,—As the result of 
a fierce squall that sprang up suddenly 
last evening, three lors spent the 
night tessing on an sea in a lit- 
the open rowboat and the steamer 
Newburg drifted about in the offing 
without rudder or sternpost. 

The men, second mate and two sail- 
ors of the Newbure, were landed here 
today by the steamer State of Call- 
fornia, which picked them up several 
miles out at 6 o'clock this morning. 
The hardy fellows were unhurt by 
their frightful experiénce, but consider 
their deliverance from death in the 
deep almost miraculous. 

The Newburg is a steamer of «bout 
300 tons, owned by the Pollard Com- 
pany of San Francisco, and in charge 
of Capt. Black. She is in the lumber 
trade between here and Gray’s Harbor, 
and was about half through discharg- 
ing a cargo of 500,000 feet at pier No. 2 
when the storm broke loose late yes- 
afternoon.

Then they gave up the struggle and 
consigned their little. craft to the 
mercy of the elements. 

All night long they rode the tumult- 
ous sea, now befhg tossed to the high 
crest of a lofty wave and then 
dropped to the bottom of a deep valley 
of water. They lay low in the bottom 
of the skiff, bailing vigorously, and 
taking all precautions they knew, but 
fearing that a fatal upset was inevit- 
able. However, with daylight came a 
slight cessation of the gale, and at 6 
o'clock the harrowed men succeeded in

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MERE REFORM IS NEEDED. 
Reports received from Sacramento, 
and statements made by those who 
have recently visited the ate cap- 
ital, are not by any means satisfactory 
to friends of good government, nor 
are they such as to increase the feel- 
ing of pride in the Golden State, on 
the part of its citizens, whether na- 
tive born or recently acclimated. 
It is said that this season the big 
corporations have got the business of 
“Going politics” down to a fine sys- 
tem. The “third house,” it is said, 
has been practically abolished, the 
corporations finding it cheaper and 
more efficacious to work directly with 
members of the legal profession in 
both houses, who are made special at- 
torneys of the corporations, for the 
time being. Recently a citizen de- 
sired to introduce a measure which 
would have affected a certain rail- 
road company, and on applying to one 
of the members was told by that mem- 
ber that he could not introduce the 
bill, because he was a especial attor- 
ney for the company. 
it is, perhaps, not an easy thing to 
gee how this undesirable condition of 
affairs might be changed. Perhaps the 
Simplest way would be to exclude 
members of the legal profession from 
beth houses, although that would prob- 
ably be unconstitutional. we do 
need, however, and what we should 
have with as little delay as possible, 
is an awakening of public sentiment 
in favor of purity and integrity, and 
businesslike conduct of affairs in State 
politics. We have heard much during 
the past few years on the subject of 


‘Municipal reform. That is important, 


it is true, but no less important is a 
reform of the manner in which the 
laws of our States are now framed. 
There should be, in each State, a 
standing body of public-spirited citi- 
gens, whose reputation is above sus- 
pidion, for the purpose of watching 
and keeping a check over State af- 
fairs. It is surely time that we 
should abandon this custom of elect- 
ing to State Legislatures, as a sort 
of consolation prize, men who have 


been unable to command sufficient re- 


spect or support to obtain a salaried 
office in a city or county. There is 
some talk again at Sacramento about 
removing the capital to San José. 


‘Whether this would effect any im- 


provement in the make-up of the av- 
erage California Legislature is doubt- 


ful, but certainly, Sacramento is not. 


a healthy place, climatically or polit- 
ically. 


N ISLAND 

A bill has been introduced in the 
State Legisiature, by Senator Hub- 
bell, the title of which is as follows: 

“An act to provide that any person 
or persons who shall prevent or at- 
tempt to prevent, or cause to be pre- 
vented any person or persons other 
than Chinamen, not entitled to enter 
the United States, from landing upon 
any island or islands off the coast of 
the State of Cilifornia, and subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, and of ‘having

The object of this bill is evident. It 
és almed at the manopoly now enjoyed 
by the Banning brothers, in transport- 
img passengers to the island of Cata- 
lira, which they own. 

The situation of this island is some- 
what remarkable, and unique—at least 
im the United States. Visitors are not 
— to land at Avalon unless 
they travel on the boats of the Ban- 
pig Company, or pay the regular 
round-trip fare. Occasionally, when a 
euapicious-looking sail is espied in the 
offing, there is great excitement along 
the water front. As the boat ap- 
proaches and shows signs of attempt- 
ing to land its human freight, the 
“Judge” summons his trusty hench- 
men, who rush down to head off the 
bold invaders. In some cases, it has 
been necessary to use physical force 
to repel the landing party, but, as a 
rule, a brief argument suffices. 

There is a postoffice at Avalon, which 
‘Goes quite a big business. In order to 
avoid a conflict with Uncle Sam, which 
would be much more serious than a 
dispute with the Banning brothers, the 
office is built so that it may be reached 
from below high-water mark. There 
is also a county road at Avalon, which 
is inspected once a year by the Super- 
visors, and a pubiic school.

present season, camping ground has 
been free along the tree-lined avenues 
of Avalon, water is furnished free, 
the streets are regularly swept and 
sprinkled, and are kept in a model 
condition. There is a sewerage sys- 
tem, and a cremato for garbage, 
which is carefully collected atterquént 
intervals. There is also a fine, large 
dancing pavilion, and one of the best 
orchestras on the Pacific Coast. All 
these things are absolutely free to 
Visitors, in consideration of which the 
charge made by the Bannings of $1 
each way for a steamship trip of 
nearly thirty miles, can scarcely be 
regarded as exorbitant. Evidently, if 
they are not allowed to hold a monop- 
oly of transportation, they will be 
compelied to charge for things which 
sated have hitherto been furnishing 

e. 

Another point which is appreciated 
by many of the residents and regular 
visitors at Avalon, is the selectness of 
the place, and the good order main- 
tained there, under the present sys- 
tem. It- would no longer be possible 
to maintain this exclusiveness should 
the island be open to boatloads of 
cheap “trippers.” 

Then there is the other question 
which would have to be legally ttled 
before Senator Hubbell's proposed law 
could be enforced, viz: Have or have 
not the owners of the island the right 
to do as they will with their own? 


AKING IN STRANGERS. 
Complaints are again heard, as 
they were last winter, of exorbitant 
charges in some of the hotels of Los 
Angeles. Doubtless, some of these 
charges are baseless, or exaggerated, 
tot not a few of those who come to 
sojourn with us during the winter 
nths, especially those who enjoy“ 
poor health, are apt to be hypercritical 
or unreasonable. However, where there 
As so much smoke there must be some 
fire. Indeed, the evidence ef unim- 
peachable witnesses goes to show that 
in some cases proprietors of Los An- 
geles hotels have charged not only all 
the traffic will bear,“ but even more. 

It is scarcely necessary to point out 
that this policy is not only short- 
sighted, but exceedingly harmful to 
any city, especially one which derives 
a large annual income from the en- 
tertainment of health and pleasure- 
seekers. Let the idea once become 
prevalent throughout the Country that 
strangers are not only taken in here, 
but are also “done for,” and they will 
proceed to give us a wide berth. We 
should remember that Los Angeles has 
no monopoly of climate or scenery in 
Southern California. There are numer- 
ous other attractive resorts between 
Santa Barbara and San Diego. 

Again, euch a policy does not pay 
those who practice it. The result is 
that the smaller hotels, on the outer 
edge of the business section, first-class 
in their appointments and reasonable 
in their charges, are flooded with ap- 
plications from many who would other- 
wise have gone to the leading hos- 
telries. 

The idea cf the “prix fixe” in com- 
mercial -affairs has become almost 
universal in Western Europe and the 
United States. In the south of Europe 
you may go into a &tore and be asked 
f.12 for a hat, which you wall ulti- 
mately succeed in buying for f.7. In 
the Orient, it is considered a matter 
of course that you should sit down 
and haggle for an hour or eo over the 
price of an article, until you have 
succeeded in Knocking it down to about 
a third of the price originally asked. 
We have given up that sort of thing 
in this country, first, because it is un- 
reasonable, and, second, because life 
is too short. There seems to be no 
particular reason why hotel charges 
should not always be arfanged on a 
basis of fixed prices, regardless of the 
length of the patron’s purse. One of 
the leading hotcls of Southern Cal!- 
fornia has in ench foom a list of 
charges, so that. the guest may see 
exactly how much his bill will be. 
This is an excellent practice, which 
might well be made universal. 

Similar complaints of overcharges 
are made by eastern visitors against 
some of the fruit stands and other es- 
tablishments which cater largely to 
the tourists’ trade. It is said that in 
tome of these places a man who is 
sized up for a “tenderfoot” is always 
charged considerably more than a resi- 
dent. This is all wrong, and is, as we 
have said, very harmful to any city 
where such practices prevail. It should 
be resented and frowned upon by all 
of us who are interested in the pros- 
perity and progress of the city. Let 
us not scare away the geese who are 
laying us s0 many golden eggs. 


Speaking about a convention hall for 
Los Angeles—but then it has been 
spoken of so many times in the past 
few years that it would seem to be 
about time to quit speaking and go to 
doing—argument as to the needs of 
‘such a structure in this city would be 
utterly superfluous. The need is known 
of all men, and it does seem as if 
some practical steps should be 
diately taken, looking to the securing 
of a proper site for an auditorium of 
sufficient capacity to house any gath- 
ering that may desire to hold forth 
in our midst. The glory of Los Ange- 
les as a convention city grows apace, 
but we cannot hope to secure the at- 
tandence of great organizations, to the 
“ember that we should, until we have, 
* ition to our attractiveness of cli- 
im and* hotel accommodations, a 
— ullding for such organizations 
sreat J and do business in. Had we

It might be suggested that at all tel-

Had this 
deen the condition of affairs at Vall, 
Ariz., it is altogether likely that the 
people consumed by fire, and maimed 
by the impact of matter, would have 
now been at their several destinations, 
alive and well. In the discussion of 
means for the prevention, or minimiz- 
ing, of railroad accidents, it Is weil not 
to overiook any of the points. 1 bo 
sure, the employment of additional 
men at minor stations might cost a 
few dollars, but wrecks cost a good 
many dollar, The money burned up 
in the latest holecaust would have paid 
the salaries of several assistants at 
obscure stations for a considerable 
length of time. Had not Operator 
Clough had to “attend to the _ bag- 
gage” it is aitogether probable that no 
accident would have happened. The 
logic of that accident is, plainly, that 
it was cauged by false economy in the 
employment of sufficient help to do the 
business. The issue must not be be- 
clouded. 


The Washington administration is 
not looking for trouble, but Is getting 
ready for it, if trouble comes. The 
best way yet known of to prevent trou- 
ble is to be fixed for it. The attitude 
of the President and his Cabinet ts 
commendable, from every point of view. 
We ought to be perpetually ready for 
all comers—which means that we 
should have a navy as good as the 
best in the world, and an army or- 
ganization, in junction With tac 
National Guard of the several States, 
that is always ready, but in no wise 
anxious, to fight. Our Uncle Sam 
loves peace and is willing to fight to 
maintain It. 
lies, as a nation. Let the navy yards 
continue their good work of being 
busy. 


Some of our winter visitors show a

_Archbishop’s Farewell Sermon. 
ESTERDAY morning, Archbishop 
Montgomery bade his people ut 
St. Vibiana’s a formal farewell. 

The spacious cathedral was crowded 

to its limit with devout worshipers, 

high mass was celebrated by Rev. 

Father Clifford, S T. L., and altogether 

it was a memorable occasion. 

The archbishop did not preach a 
farewell sermon of the kind usually 
given, in any sense of the word. He 
took his text from Matthew viil, 25, 
“And His disciples came to Him, and 
awoke Him, saying, Lord, save us; we 
perish.” 

Dwelling upon this thought, the arch- 
bishop sail: “‘Why are ye fearful, ye 
of little faith? Doubt not the divine 
character of the Lord Christ, as many 
do in this skeptical age, for once 
doubting His whole life becomes a 
hopeless enigma. 

He came not merely to teach in- 
tellectual truths, but moral truths as 
well, and out of these moral truths 
to elevate and to save, First, he 
came to teach, and then to do. By his 
first thirty years of obscurity He 
has taught mankind to spurn vanity 
and pride and riches. ‘Lay not up for 
yourselves treasures upon earth.’ And 
«4 His teaching we have today’s gos- 
pel. 
| "The one necessary fact to im- 
press is God's providence and man’s 
moral relation to it. God is over all 
nature, and over all created things ts 
manifest the same divine power. But 
nature is divided into two classes, antl 
the care God exercises over intelll- 
gent and moral beings is very differ- 
ent from that bestowed upon un- 
thinking creation. From the first 
word of Genesis to the last. chapter 
of the Bible, His especial waichful- 
ness is evident. , 

‘Behold the lilies of the fleld;: they 
toil not, neither do they spin, and 
yet I say unto you that Solomon. in 
all his glory. was not arrayed like 
one of these.’ Heaven and earth are 
filled with His glory—and how? Ry 
obedience to law—by bowing to God's 
omnipotence. But where man is there 
isa @fferent language from divinity, 
for He lives In a sphere apart from 
that simple following. We cinnot gay 
how, but man comes in as a co- 
operator with God. ‘Ask and ye shall 
receive;’ hitherto ye have rot received 
because ye have not asked. 

“God created man without any out- 
side assistance, but He will not save 
him without his coijperation. Man be- 
comes a moral, intelligent agent,. and 
therefore codperative in his own salva- 
tion. Man's obedience is a free, moral 
obedience, consistent with the will of 
our divine savior. 

“The enigma of man's life is thereby 
solved. All things and every happen- 
ing of our history is to raise our hearte 
to something higher. Here is a super- 
natural thought: God intervening in 
the affairs of earth for a man's salva- 
tion and sarctification. 

“Almighty God is the supreme ar- 
biter of the natural and supernatural. 
Therefore, in His creation God laid 
down certain laws governing the uni- 
verse and planets, and just as real 
laws governing the moral sphere. In 
the instance cited in today’s scripture 
He intended from all eternity to quiet 
the sea just at that moment—but He 
intended that the request should come 
through prayer. 

“Tet us not be discouraged while 
others treat with levity these tlfings 
that are sacred. Remember, the poor 
woman who had faith but to touch the 
hem of His garment, and yet was made 
whole, 
\ “Study to realize that the ills of life 
are merely a penalty of man's fall, 
and not in themselves evils. Do not 
fear the storms of life, for there is 
no wrong but sin. The burden of the 
way is but a pligrimage, and every 
time we pray in simplicity, and purity 
that prayer is registered In the great 
book of heaven. May we come to un- 
derstand that all is done for our up- 
lifting and elevation!”

Weightier Matters. 


Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yester- 
day morning in the Church of the 
Unity on “The Weightier Matters of 
the Soul.”

Learning to Wait. , 


Rev. Dr. George Thomas Dowling, in 
preaching yesterday morning at Christ 
Episcopal Church, said: 

“In the development of our charac- 
ters, as in the growth of the corn in 
the field or the fruit on the tree, na- 
ture follows her own processes; and 
we cannot change them. Maturity 
will be reached if we are patient and 
will give her time; but oaly by pass- 
ing through successive stages of un- 
folding, and in no other way. As this 
text reminds us, there is ‘first the 
blade, then the ear,’ and then, but not 
until then, ‘the full corn in the ear.’ 

“Here is where we are always quar- 
relling with nature—you and I. Two 
of these stages we rejoice in—the blade 
and the full corn in the ear—but the 
middle period is that which we are 
always blundering over. In the devel- 
opment of ourselyes, or of those we 
love; our children or scholars of 
friends; or of any enterprise in which 
we are engaged, it is almost impossi- 
ble for us to realize that the middle 
period, the period of acidity, is just as 
much a part of growth; and just as 
necessary to development, as the blos- 
som which comes at the beginning, or 
the ripened fruit at the end. And it 
will strengthen us in every way, if 
we will only remember, that whether 
in the making of fruit or of a man, the 
middie period is more than likely to be 
a season which is more profitable than 
agreeable. But the sour apple may be 
simply the apple which is as yet un- 
ripe. Be patient! Wait! And see 
what the autumn wil! bring forth. 

Let me illustrate: You are bring- 
ing up a boy, or_a girl. It is perhaps 
the face of your first babe into which 
you look with so much admiration. 
And you exclaim, ‘How beautiful!’ 
And so it is, as beautiful as the tender 
shoot just peeping up through the soil, 
clean and not only full of promise, but 
present satisfaction. And you fancy 
it will be always 30. 

But after a while that stage passes 
away. You begin to have sleepless 
nights of anxiety because there is an 
indication of willfulnmess, perhaps, or 
other personal traits which the babe tn 
‘its innocent beauty did not manifest. 
But there is one point which you for- 
get: he has just reached his sour pe- 


ness. You are trying to reverse na- 
ture’s order, and you are fretting 
yourself to death because you cannot 
do it. First the blade, and then the 
ear’—empty'—yes, as empty as a grow- 
ing boy’s head or a growing girl's 
vanity! But it is there, and if they 
are to ripen they must pass through 
it. It is simply a stage of natural de- 
velopment. 

“But do not be amazed at it. Study 
it. Recognize it as a part of the law of 
growth. That child is simply learning 
to live his or her life, and he is doing 
just as you did; he is learning by his 
mistakes. He is learning to walk by 
tumbling down; for walking is simply 
a falling and catching ourselves again. 
Do not sit down in depair, and re- 
calling his past innocence in the bud- 
ding period, exclaim, ‘Lo, how degen- 
erate he has become!’ He is no such 
thing. When the blossom on your ap- 
ple tree has lost its leaves, you do not 
exclaim, ‘Beholl, how it has retro- 
graded!’ It has not. Give it time and 
this stage of acidity will be past, and 
it shall become the ripened and the 
luscious Spitzenbérg. Solomon knew 
better than you when he said, ‘Bring 
up a shild in the way he should go, 
and when he is old he will not depart 
from it.“ Mark that word, ‘when he 
is old.“ He may depart for a time, for 
he must pass through his intermediate 
period, the period of unripeness. But 
that very period is an advanced, even 
though it is still an advancing stage. 
He is nearer maturity than he was 
when he was in the blossom: not so 
beautiful, perhaps; not so attractive, 
but actually nearer the ripening 
when you admired him most.”

Seven Years. 


At the First United Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning, the pastor, 
Rev. Will W. Logan, preached a ser- 
mon appropriate to the anniversary of 
the pastorate.

Marvelous Growth of the Business 
During the Past Sixty Years—Some

In connection with the commemo- 
ration of the founding of American 
life insurance on February 1, 1343, the 
Canadian Society of New York has put 
up at No. 56 Wall street a tablet in 
honor of Morris Robinson, the first 
president of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company.

The branch of finance which he 
started with practically no capital ex- 
cept good judgment, honesty, and con- 
servatism, has steadily prospered until 
it has reached a position of the first 
importance. The volume of business of 
this single company in the first year 
was scarcely a million and a half; to- 
day the 103 American companies have 
nine billions of insurance in force and 
the money now in their hands from 
premiums amounts to two billions. 
Ten-thousand-dollar policies, which 
used to be sought only by the very 
wealthy, have become a necessity in 
comfortable middle-class homes, and 
million-dollar policies are not unheard 
of.

OIL REFORM BILL.

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 1.—The com- 
mittee appointed by the recent con- 
ference of oil men in this city to draft 
a statute for the protection of the in- 
dustry from water, has prepared a bill 
to be submitted at the meeting to- 
morrow night. Its chief features are 
that every operator will be required, 
upon striking water to encase the well 
to prevent the waetr flowing into the 
oll strata, and upon abandoning a well 
to fill the same up to 100 for the above 
oll strata. Before abandoning a well 
the operator must notify five owners 
of adjacent wells and the oil inspector 
who has the right to be present and 
see that the work is properly done. 
If any operator fails to do this owners 
of adjacent land may, after twenty 
days’ notice, do the work and recover 
the cost at law. A penalty of from 
$500 to $2500 is imposed for Violation 
of the law, besi@es civil damages.

to meet the demand for domestic and 
industrial consumption, the Manufac- 


turers’ Record says: 
“In industry, in finance, in railroad 
operation, in agricultural advancement 
our country is moving with such ‘sev- 
en-leagued Boots’ that we can scarcely 
follow its steps. In 1880 the total cap- 
ital invested in manufactures was §2,- 
790,000,000, and the value of the out- 
put of our factories was $5,369,000,000;

“Disregard all percentages, for in 
figures of such magnitude percentages 
of increase may not be attained, and 
simply take the actual gain in tons 
between 1880 and 1902. That was 
largely over 200,000,000 tons. Thus, in- 
stead of the 250,000,000 tons of bftumi- 
nous coal we are now mining, we must, 


500,000,000 tons. These figures are too 
stupendous to be grasped, but they do 
not seem as stupendous as a prediction 
for 1902 of 250,000,000 tons would have 
looked to us in 1880. The production of 
pig iron has doubled about every ten 
years even since 1850. In 1890 it would 
have seemed almost impossible to be- 
lieve that we would make 17,500,000 
tons in 1902, and yet we did, and still 
had to import heavily.

“Railroad reports show that for the 
whole country the total freight tons 
carried one mile was 85,000,000,000 tons 
in .1895, and 147,000,000,000 tons in 1961; 
in 1902, the figures for which are not 
yet available, the total must have been 
very much larger, probably at least 
160.000.000.000 tons, or practically double 
the traffic of only seven years before, 
In other words, the gain In seven years 
is nearly equal to the total tonnage at 
that time.

But it is an even matter as to 
whether the woman would allow her- 
self to reliv to this extent, did she 
appreciate the fact that it rendered her 
unattractive. The chances are that 
she would do what is known as tak 
ing a brace,” and try to pull herself 
together so long as she was under the 
gaze of others. A very good thing it 
would be for the exes of the others 
and not at all a bad thing for the 
woman herself. When she gets to the 
point that she no longer cares how

I do not mean to take too much of

But the latter gen- 
erally follows the former. And as 
means of doing the woman real good 
a consideration for her own attractive- 
ness is a potent factor. If a woman is 
heedless of her looks, it is usually be- 
cause she is thinking of something 
else. If that “something else’ is a 
great thing, well and good. One can 
pardon the inattention to appearances 
of a woman who is pondering some im- 
portant point of science, of osophy 
or of literature, or who is at Mr wit's 
end how to pay her rent, or who is 
bearing the burden of a terrible anx- 
jety or grief. Even then it is Mkely 
that she would De none the worse off 
if she emerged from these thoughts 
long enough to change her gown or to 
think of her bonnet or her hair. While, 
on the other hand, there can be 
doubt that it would be of positive ben- 
efit for her to take her thoughts for a 
while from her little cares that cumber 
most women, and to bend her mental 
powers to the pleasing task of render- 
ing herself good to look at. 

The innate breding, like the instinct- 
five desire to make oneself appear 
well, is better than the acquired grace. 
But the latter is infinitely better than 
no manners or good appearance at all. 
And there id always the cheering prob- 
ability that if a grace is practiced long 
enough it may become nature. There 
must have been a beginning to every- 
thing, and the sooner a beginning of 
any sort is made, the nearer is the 
end in view.

BIG HOTELS HAVE CHAPLAINS 
HANDY FOR GUESTS. 


— — 


When the Innovation Was First Tried 
It Was Not a Success—But Now the 
Move is Quite Popular—Prominent Peo- 
ple Approve it and Give Support. 


{New Tord Commercial:] “Now, 
there’s enterprise! That's business! Just 
look at that sign! —and Evan D. Haz- 
lehurst, the buyer for a big department 
store out in Indiana, pointed «a long, 
bony forefinger at a little framed and 
glassed placard about four or five 
inches in size hanging on the front of 
the registering desk in the foyer of the 
Hotel Vendome last night. It an- 
nounces that the Rev. M. M. Warren, 
D. D., will attend to any and all calls 
from guests requiring the services or 
ministrations of a clergyman, he being 
the regular chaplain of the hotel. 

“Now that,” continued Haziehurst, 
lighting a fresh cigar and addressing 
a group of acquaintances, “that is what 
I call furnishing the goods direct from 
the factory to the buyer. That's tak- 
ing religién to the consumer, straight 
from the ucer! That's a new 
thing!

“A year or more ago,” he said, 1 
was calling at one of our New York 
hotels and was told by the proprietor 
that he. wished = called the day 
before, ause was badly needed. 
A guest from out West, taken suddenly 
ill, was told by the hotel physician 
that he couldn't possibly live—that he 
hadn't but an hour or two more on 
earth. A perfect stranger in New York, 
far from his family, friends, acquain- 
tances and all his affairs, and con- 
scious that they were all beyond reach, 
his thoughts naturaily reverted to his 
church, and he had the hotel people 
send for a minister. Messengers were 
dispatched to five six clergymen, but 
they were all awa 
and long before one could be brought 
to his bedside the sick man died. 
can hardly describe the deep im- 
pression made on me by that incident. 
Here was a stranger in a strange land, 
dying with a whole yful of minis- 
ters all around him; anxious, plead- 
ing to See one, and yet passing away 
without having his dying wish granted. 
And I said to myself, right then and 
there: Such a thing shan't happen 
again, if I can help it!“ And I worked 
out a plan of campaign the very next 


Warren acts as accredited chap- 
lain for the seventy-five hotels in the 
Borough of Manhattan. What may 
without impropriety be called his “ad- 
vertising card” hangs in the offices of 
them all. On call, he will go any- 
where, day or night, to solemnize 

to comfort the eick, to ad- 
vise or pray for the distressed, to con- 
duct a funeral, to minister to religious 
need in any form, or to convey consofa. 
tion to the lonely and troubled. The 
work is strict non-sectarian. When 
the chaplain finds that the stranger 
prefers some clergyman other than a 
Baptist, he ‘has one called, a lar 
arrangement being had with Rabbi 
Silverman and other ministere of the 
Catholic, Methodist, Swedenborgian, 
Lutheran, Episcopalian and Univerea- 
list faith—in fact, he can get any sort 
of religion that the applicant wants. 
Chaplain Warren has distributed many 
thousands of cards soliciting calls of 
this sort, and numerous letters, from 
prominent hotel men speak in highest 
commendation of his work, 

At first, this work was light, infre- 
quent, and the calls scattering. Now 
the latter number three, four and 
sometimes five and six a day, right 
along. They are not confined to any 
particular hotels or to any special 
| classes of guests, and are made for the 
greatest variety of reasons. Calls to 

perform the marriage ceremony are 
perhaps more numerous than any other 
one sort. 

“*Splicing jobs.’ we call em ont on 
the Wabash,” put in the sympathetic 
but commercialized Hazlehurst. 1 
hope they pay well, parson— hey? 

Dr. Warren says that he has never 
yet asked money from any of the per- 
sons served in that way. Fees have 
not infrequently been tendered him. 
and he has accepted them always if 
he thought the glving involved no sac. 
rifice on the part of the giver. Rut the 
revenues are not large by any means. 
Tf he should make this his regular, 
exclusive work, the fees, he says, 
waild, no doubt, amount to a hand. 
some income for him in time. 

“Are these calls.“ he was asked. 
mostiy from persons accustomed to 
religious associations, those living in 
religious atmosphere, and missing it in 
a strange city?” 

“No, rather from the non-religious 
class, I should say in the main. A 
great many of them originate by 
chance. A hotel guest in trouble hap- 
“pens to see the framed card, and, on 
the impulse of a moment, calls me up. 
The work is extremely interesting, and 
I like it better every day. Just think 
of it! The church here in New York 
goes out into the highways and by- 
ways to do good, searching for the 
poor, the sick. the miserable, the dis- 
tressed in all tha nooks and corners of 
the grest city and lends its helping 
hand. But here is a class. thousands 
upon thousands of hotel guests, that 
the church wholly neglects. It is a 
most Intelligent chiss, too, one sadly jn 
need of religious ministrations and 
very appreciative of help. What a big 
field for a good work, too! I seldom 
talk religion to my applicants for help 
—just attend to their temporal -need« 
first, and then, minister to their spirit-
